When the State convention adjourned at 
Springfield it was generally understood that 
Mr. Tanner was to be made Chairman, but

Is DISPLAYING-&5 E WHITE FEATHER. 


Democratic Executive Committee Decides 
to Postpone the County Meeting. 

Appropriate action was taken yesterday at 

a conference of the Democratic Executive 

committee and the representatives of the can- 

didates on the county ticket in displaying the 

white feather. It was unanimously decided 


to postpone one mouth the meeting of the. 


County Central committee which was set for 
next Tuesday. This course was pursued in 
order that the party might-have an excuse for 
not calling the Comgressional and Senatorial 
conventions. A number of men with bad 
records are exceedingly anxious to get on the 
legislative ticket and it was regarded as good 
policy to delay these nominations as long as 
possible in order that their records could not 
be too thoroughly aired by the newspapers. 
The Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Con- 
gressional Districts have already made nom- 
inutions, but the First, Second, and Seventh 
District conventions are yet to be called. 
None of the Senatorial district conventions 
‘has been held. As an excuse.for postponing 
the meeting of the committee za call 
was issued for every ward club in the 
city and every township club in the country 
to hold a meeting Tuesday evening and ar- 
range fot makimg a canvass of its particular 
territory. The making of this canvass was 
one of the principal matters discussed at the 
meeting and it will be the basis upon which 
the Registration and Naturalization commit- 
tees will work. Something like $80,000 has 
been raised to be expended in securing a 
large registration and in making voters out 
of foreign-born citizens. Each employé of 
the City Hall and each employé of every 
county office controlled by the Democrats has 
contributed one day’s pay each month, be- 
ginning with April. This contribution brings 
the committee $20,000 a month. 

Another matter which received the atten- 
tion of the committee*was the report that has 
been circulated that there are internal dissen- 
sions in the organization. These reports are 
laid at the door of the Republican press and 
the committeé adopted a resolution declaring 
them to be false. This document was offered 
by Mayor Hopkins and quite naturally re- 
ceived the unanimous vote of the committee.

Big Wave pe the Foot. of Seventy-sixth 
Street Sends Thirteen People Sputter- 
ing Into Five Feet of Water—Besides 
the Two Drowned a Bank Clerk Nearly 
Meets Death While Trying to Rescue 
Minnie McCann—It Is Said the Crowd 
Was Warned. = 

Two of a crowd of feckless bathers were 


drowned in the shallow surf at Windsor Park 


beach yesterday afternoon. 
. The Dead. * 
GREEN BURG, JULIUS, 24 years of age, mar- 


ried ; lived at No. 480, Paulina street; clerk at 


The Fair.“ . 

McGANN, MINNIE, 22 years of age; lived at No. 
2007 Armour avenue; home, Sugar Grove, III. 
These two. were washed off a raft anchored 

in five feet of water off a bathing establish- 

ment near the foot of Seventy-sixth street. 

The raft apparently was overcrowded with 

merrymakers and a higher wave than usual 

swept the whole party off. When the rest, 
laughing and spluttering, wade@ ashore two 

They had drowned in the 

midst of at least 200 bathers. Some of the 

other people on the raft had close escapes 
from being drowned in the heavy surf. 

There had been a great crowd of roysterers 
along the south shore beach all day. The re- 


sorts at Seventy-sixth street were especially 


crowded. The surf was higher and the water 
warmer than usual, and everybody 
was having a great time. At Weston 
& Jordan’s place the bathers showed 
a great fancy for a raft about 18 feet square, 


which was made fast about 100 feet out. The 


water around it was between four and five 


feet deep, and even the inexpert bathers could . 


wade out and clamber upon it. Several 
times in the afternoon this raft was over- 
crowded and waves tipped it over. Once 
three people were rolled ashore by the swell, 
and one of them came near to drowning, but 
was resuscitated. Employés of Weston & 
Jordan, it is claimed, warned the bathers 
away from this raft and even tried to drive 
them off, but the merry-makers laughed at 


them and told them to mind their own busi- 


ness, 
Strangers to Each Other. 

At 4:30-0’clock there were thirteen people 
on the raft. Greenburg was there, so was the 
young woman, Minnie McCann. 
were strangers to each other. The crowd 
was making a great deal-of noise and the men 


were enjoying the shrieks of the women as the 


raft sunk under the weight of the party. 
There came an unusually high breaker and 
the thirteen people were all swept off the 
float. At once everything was in confusion. 
Greenburg sank atonce, Nobody even saw 
him struggle. A young bank clerk saw Min- 
nie McCann floundering helpless in the roll- 
ers and he tried to set her on her feet. The 
force of the wave carried him under, and he, 
coo, was drowning when another bather 
caught him and heid his head above 
water. The young man had swallowed 
so much water he was almost dead. 
His life was saved by Dr. J. Reese, who was 
in the shoal water with his 7-year-old daugh- 
ter. Dr. Reese, who is a man of giant stature, 
seized-the little bank clerk and held him head 
downwzerds above the water. That relieved 
his strangling and he was carried ashore and 
easily resuscitated. -He departed without 
giving his name. Three other ple from 
the ruft were rolled àashöre about ‘Bénseless, 
but were easily resuscitated. When some of 
the excitement had died away the people be- 
gan to hunt for the bodies. Nobody knew in 
the promiscuous crowd just how many were 
missing. Joseph McAuley, one of the bathers 
who had seen Minnie McCann sink. waded 
out to the float, and, diving, groned about the 
bottom hunting for her body. He made 
several dives before he found it and 
Dr. Reese made all efforts 
to bring back the breath tos the woman, but 
she had been under water for twelve miputes 
and was dead. . 
Wife Finds Greenburg's Body. 


Greenburg’s wife,to whom he had been 
married less than a year, had been watching 
him from the shore. She hdd seen him on 
the raft and when he did not come ashore she 
became greatly alarmed and rau up and down 
the beach crying for her husband. Suddenly 
she stopped. | 

There is my husband—there in the water,“ 
she cried, 

Greenburg's body was rolling in the s and 
almost at her feet, washed there by the wa ves. 
A policeman ran into the water and carried 
the body into a bath house. Dr. Reese made 
dfiother attempt to restore life, but without 
avai. 7 

The two bodies were put ina patrol wagon 
by the South Chicago police and carried to 
Krebs’ morgue, No. 9040 Erie avenue. There 
was great difficulty at first. in learning the 


name of the young woman.. She had come 


to the beach with another woman and two 
men and when the accident happened these 
people disappeared as soon as possible. They 
called her by the name of Ida. That her real 
name was Minnie McCann was discovered 
from a letter which she carried. This letter 
was from her sister in Sugar Grove, III., 
which place is the home of her 
family. The woman was good looking 
and of respectabie appearance. After her

KENTARO KANEKO’S BRILLIANT CAREER 


Young Japanese Who Has Been Appoint- 
ed Minister to Washington. 

Ties of syinpathy ha ve so long bound Japan 
to the United States that any change affecting 
their diplomatic relations is of especial inter- 
ést to Americans. In 1871, just after the 
great Chicago fire, an uncle of the Mikado, 
Prince Komatsu, visited this city with an im- 
pasing suite. Among the young Japanese of

friends of the promising Japanese lost sight 
of him till 1891, when he returned to the 
World’s Fair City with a commission from 
his government directing-him to report on the 
prospects of tne Columbian Exposition. It 
was largely due to his efforts, supplemented 
by those of Gustavus Goward, thatso brilliant 
a presentation was made by Jay at the Ex- 
position. Soon after his rettirning to his 
country it was learned that Keutaro Kaneko 
had been selected for the distinguished post 
of Secretary of the House of Peers, the Senate 
of Japan. Subsequentiy he became 
Assistant Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, and now’. the gratifying 
intelligence reaches Mr. Kaneko's friends in 
this country that he has been appointed Min- 
ister to Washington. This is an especially 
fitting selection on account of Mr. Kaneko’s 
education in this country and his familiarity 
with American institutions. The honor of 
this appointment is marked fer Mr. Kaneko. 
because this is his first diplomatic commis- 
sion, an unusual distinction,,emphasized by 
the fact that his predecessor was a man of 
iliustrious family and of eminence in public 
service. Mr. Kaneko will be persona gratis- 
sima in Washmgton. His selection for the 
American Mission will cement more closely 
than ever the friendship existing between this 
republic and the enlightened nation beyond 
the Pacific,

The bill of complairt of Eliza M. Souvielle 
vs. Katherine Hodges and the American 
Authors’ Protective Publishing company,“ 
just tiled in the Superior Court, coutains 
some amusing reading. Charles Shackleford 
is solicitor for the complainant. His com. 
plaint tells, in detail, the true inwardness of 


the disagreement, of which more or less has 


been printed-in Tun Tunuxx, Mrs. Sou- 
v.elle’s story is in substance as follows: 

She met Mrs. Hodges in Chicago in 1893. 
Mrs. Hodges represented herself to be a 
woman of great influence as an authoress in 
literary circles throughout Eurepe end the 
United States; that she was the owner of valu- 
able property and a large sum of money, of

| the use of which she was temporarily de- 


prived, and that it was her intention 
to organize a company to publish books 
and protect the authors. of America 
from wrongs, extortions, and frauds tg which 
they had been subjected by the publishers. 
Mrs. Hodges urged her to join in the incor- 
poration of such a company. Mrs. Hodges 
also represented that she was a woman of ex- 
trnoruinary business taet and ability, well 
manage the company 

Upon these representa- 
Mrs. Souvielle codperated with 
Mrs. Hodges in the organization 
of the American Authors’ Protective Publish- 
ing company, with a capital stock of 5150, 
000. Mrs. Souvielle says thereupon she ad- 
vanced money to Mrs. Hodges for her inci- 
dental expenses, such as lodging and food, 
paid office rent, furnished the office, and de- 
frayed all the current expenses of the com- 
pany. The original subscribersto the capital 
stock of the company were as follows:

Disposal of the Stock, 

None of the stock so subscribed has been 
paid into the treasury excep? fifty-two shares 
issued to Mrs. Souvielle for ‘money ad- 
vanced for rent, etc. Seven thousand shares 
were deciared to be treasury stock, which 
was to be sold and the proceeds used for 
the working stock of the company. The com- 
plaint says Mrs. Hodges has sold a large 
number of shares of stock and has retained 
the entire proceeds. Four thousand shares 
each were issued to Mrs. Souvielle and Mrs. 
Hodges for services in promotion and organ- 
ization. The 100 shares issued to Laura de 
Force Gordon were for services as corpora- 


tion counsel and attorney. Ss 


In November, 1893, the three stockholders 
elected themselves as the Board of Directors 
for the year. The board thereupon elected 
Mrs. Hodges President and Business Mana- 
ger and Mrs. Souvielle Secretary and Treas- 
urer at asalary of $1,500 a year. Three days 
later Laura de Force Gordon left the State 
and hasn’t been back since. Her professional 
services, therefore, have been nil. Then Mrs, 
Souvielle wrote a book called A Sequel to 
the Parliament of Religions.“ The company 
printed it, and Mrs. Hodges, with a sinister

Tillman of South Carolina May Have to 
Fight a Duel Today. 

Count, S. C., July 31.—[Special.]— 
There have been expectations ever since the 
South Carolina campaign began of a clash 
between Tillman and Senator Butler.

TEN MEN NEEDED TO HAULIT DOWN. 


Mammoth Kite Causes Some Fun for 
Brooklyn People. 

New York. July 31.— [Special. —One of 
the biggest kites ;ver made was sent up in 
„stood“ successfully 
with 1,700 feet of cord, or rather a three- 
quarter:if¢h manilla rope, paid out. It was 


seventeen feet high and fourteen feet one inch 


wide and covered with muslin. It took ten 
men a half hour to haul it down. When out 
to the limit of its rope it was held by a steel 
pin driven deep into the ground. A couple of 
days ago in experimenting with the kite sev- 
eral accidents were narrowly averted.

New York,’ July 31.—[Special.]—Essex 
County Jail was quarantined this afternoon 
and a dead line drawn about it of an entire 
block, including the warden’s residence, jail 
yard, gardens, and other buildinge. Small- 
pox Was discovered there by Dr. Frederick 
W. Berker. After 4 secret meeting of the 
health authorities and the Jail committee 
of the «Board of County Freeholders 
Josephine Workman, colored, of No. 
53 River street, was removed to the 
smalipcx hospital at Waverly, where twenty- 
seven other patients were confined. Three 
suspects were placed in a separate wing of the 
jail. It is nearly thirty years since the jail 
was quarantined before.

The Chieago Evening Post has a well-earned 
reputation for malicious*perverseness, No 
matter what the facts are, so it can vent its 
bad temper, it is happy. This spirit marks 
its news Columnsand is even poticeable in 
its editorials. It is also brazen beyond be- 
lief. Tux TRIBUNE rarely replies to the Post’s 


ill natured attacks on account of the source, 


but an editorial in the Post of Monday is too 
brazen to pass wholly unnoticed.

ECKHART HITS BACK. 


HE DEOLARES THE DRAINAGE CANAL 
FRAUD STORIES TO BE FALSE. 


Board Member Points Out That $1,250,000 
Was Saved in Purchasing Right of Way 
Below the First Estimate—Buying 
Close and Little Chance for Rake-Offs 
Percentage System Used to Prevent 
Bread Riots- Drinking Water Spared 
Pollution by Emergency Work. 


Drainage Trustee Bernard Eckhart was re- 
quested by a reporter for Tue TRI USE yes- 
terday to say how much truth there was in the 
charges of corruption ‘recently published 
against the Drainage Trustees in their man- 
agement of the affairs of the drainage canal. 
He said: * 

The publication of these charges, or, more 
properly insinuations, seems to me to be 
It wiil stir up the public to take 
a deeper interest in the canal and it will af- 
ford the trustees an opportunity to do a lot of 
boasting, which, under other circumstances, 
their modesty would not allow. , 

For instance, the insinuation of crooked- 
ness in acquiring the right of way gives me 
an opportunity to say to the public there was 
never such an honest, economical, and 
skillful purchase of land in the world as 
the trustees made in acquiring the right of 
way for the great canal, When the first 
trustees were elected they employed several 
real estate men to go over the route and ap- 
praise all the land they expected to need, 
piece by piece. When the present trustees 
were elected they employed a committee of 
the Real Estate Board to do the same thing, 
the result being an appraisal less than the 
fiist. But when we had actually bought the 
land we found we had bought it considerably 
less than the second appraisul, and $1,250;- 
000 less than the first appraisal. 

The insinuation is our agents for the pur- 
chase of-the-e lands allowed the owners an in- 
creased price for them on condition they 
would charge and collect still more and pay 
back the difference to the agents. Now the 
very names of our agents ought to be sulifi- 
cient to repel such an insinuation. We em- 
ployed only two, and they were Joseph Dop- 
nersberger, who bought all between Chicago 
and six miles below Summit, and N. W. Wes- 
ton, who bought the rest. But, notwithstand- 
ing their high character, the trustees trusted 
nothing to them. lu almost every case“ the 
owner came before the committee composed 
of the Committee on Finance and the Com- 
mittee on Engineering and closed the bargain 
with them, If, therefore, the land was 
ostensibly bought for more than 
was paid into the treasury it 
must have been through a con- 
spiracy existing between Trustees Eckhart, 
Russell, Kelly, Cooley, Boldenweck, and All- 
peter, and a comparison of their minutes with 
the other documents ought to show it. 


Bought at Private Sale. 


‘*We have paid for our right of way except 
the last two miles only $2,267,906. The re- 
maining two miles will be acquired for $150,- 
000. still making only a little over 
$2,400,000 in all. The real value of these 
lands in good times is from $4,000,000 to 
55.000.000. The prices paid along the Des- 
plaines Valley were from $50 to $150 an acre. 
It was all bought at private sale except per- 
haps 20 per cent of it, for -which 
we began condemnation suits. The rea- 
son we did not condemn it all was 
we had to pay considerably more when 
we condemned it than when we bought it. For 
instance, we wanted eighteen acres along Cen- 
tralavenue belonging to Cook & Ketchum, 
They offered to sell it at $900 an acre, We 
thought it too much and began a suit. The 
jury disagreed, and we agreed to leave it to 
Judge Gibbons without a jury. The result 
was we not only hadto pay $1,200 an acre 
for\the eighteen acres, but were assessed $300 
an acre for damages to adjacent land, 

„The fact is we jewed the people down so 
we got ourselves a bad name. I had some old 
friends down there who have got so mad with 
me about the part I took in it they will not 
Lohl- 
saat said we ought actually to be ashamed of 
ourselves for the way we beat down poor peo- 
ple in their prices aud got this land for half 
of what it was worth. We never should have 
boasted of these things if we had not been 
driven to it. But when an insinuation is made 
against our. honesty and efficiency we feel 
thankful for the opportunity afforded of in- 
forming the public of our|fidelity to their in- 
terests, and of inviting the utmost scrutiny 
of our acts in this regard and every other.“ 

Joseph Donnersberger, was present during 
this interview and eorroborated all Trustee 
Eckhart said. He seemed prond of his work 
on the acquisition of the right of way and 
said he hoped the publie would look into the 
matter, as it would result in great credit 
being given to him and to the board for the 
manner in which it had discharged its duties. 
Orrin L. Carter, the attorney of the trustees, 
was present also. He confirmed ail the other 
two said. a 

Takes Up Contractors’ Case, 


Another insinuation) published recently,“ 
said Trustee Eckhart, relates to certain 
work on the river divergion done on a per- 
centage by two or three of the contracting 
firms. Take first the dase of Alfred Harlev, 
who in June, 1892, was awarded the contract 
for Sec. 1, including the adjacent river di- 
version. He soon discovered the character of 
the material to be excavated was different 
from what it had been represented. He saw 
he could not do the work at the contract price, 
and he obstinateiy refused to do it at all. At 
the same time McArthur Bros. were in the 
same attitude in regard to two sec- 
tions just south of Harlev’s. Under their 
contracts we had two remedies against them. 
We could at our option either declare their 
contracts forfeited or get the work done any 
way we could and charge up to them the ex- 
cess, if there Was any. 

But these contractors had us on the hip in 
consequence of the absolute necessity for the 
immediate construction of the river diversion 
on their sections. If these river diversions 
were not constructed before frost the spring 
Hoous would have destroyed $500,000 worth 
of work on the main channel. These floods 
would also have washed al! the filth in the 
Chicago River out into the lake. In the 
meanwhile not only was there no time to make 
other arrangements todo their work, but the 
contractors were in a position to enjoin it. 
Now, as they had the machinery on the 
ground, our only way out of the dilemma was 
to furnish and pay the labor, and pay the con- 
tractors 15 per cent of the whole cost for 
superintending the work aud for the use of 
their machinery. They were willing to make 
such an arrangement and it would have been 
criminal in us to decline it. 

Prevented Immense Damage. 


Under this arrangement Hariev received, 
say $147,000, and MeArthur Bros. consider- 
ably less, and itis possible they received a 
little more than they should have charged. 
But itis sheer nonsense to compare their 
work and pay with those of a superintendent 
of the construction of a building, who fur- 
nishes nothing but his skill. On the other 
hand we did not pay the contractors any more 
than they exacted, and we did not pay them 
anything like the value of the river diversion 
to the drainage canal and to the Chicago pub- 
lic. Nor were we a moment too soon in mak- 
ing the arrangement, for the work was barely 
done when the cold weather set in, and but 
for those river diversions the direct and indi- 
rect damage last spring would have been al- 
most incaiculable. 

It has been insinuated the erection of the 
spill at Riverside was another instance of 
work done on a corrupt percentage pay for 
superintending. Now this spillway is an im- 
mense wail built between the Desplaines 
River and the mouth of the Ogden ditch to 


‘prevent the flood waters of the Desplaines 


from rushing down the ditch into the Chicago 
River and into the lake. It was: buiit at the 
same time as the river division I spoke of, 
and was a part of the same plan for pro- 
tecting the Drainage Canal and the Chi. 
cago public. Its construction, like the 
construction of the river diversion, was an 
emergency work. It was in Sec. F, the con- 
tractor of which refused to build it. but 


agreed to let any one else build it and re. 


ceive the pay for it. The result was we 
awarded a contract for this work to Me. 
Arthur Brothers. The report about their 
superintending it on a percentage is all a 
falsehood. They constructed it under a con. 
tract, ut a contract rate, with their own men 
and machinery. The work was finished in an 
incredibly short time, as was necessary, and 
we even took the precaution to withhold part 
of their pay until we could see whether the 
work had been slighted in any way.

But the 
cost of the work was only $3,000 and the 
arrangement. was the most economical one

out of an alteration made by the engineers in 
the course of the river diversion on one of 
Mason, Hoge & Co.’s sections. This made it 
necessary to construct 500 feet of river diver- 
sion on the section more than had been con- 
tracted for. Of course some arrangement 
had to be made to do the work, and as Mason, 
Hoge & Co. had the machinery on the ground 


‘it was manifestly best to employ them to do 


it. We furnished the labor and paid them a 
percentage for their machinery and superin- 
tendence. The work was well done, at a rea- 
sonable expense, and i think we did the only 
right thing there was to do about it. 

7 Ihe case of Jackson & Smith and the 
bridges was similar to the rest. Agnew & 
Co., without our consent and without warrant 
of law, assigned one of their sections to 
Michael Guilford. Then these parties got 
themselves involved in a network of litigation 
in the United States courts. It became im- 
possible to get either one of them to do any- 
thing. In the meanwhile there arose an im- 
perative necessity for some bridges across the 
river diversion, which was not included in the 
contract. and as we could get neither Agnew 
& Co. nor Guilford ) to build them 
we built them with our own labor 
and paid Jackson & Smith a_percent- 
for machinery and supervision. It 
was the only thing we could do, and the work 
was done promptly and as cheaply as it could 
have been done in any way. 

Difficulty of Forfeiting. 

„ ought to say in addition, it is easy to 

talk about forfeiting the contract of our con- 
ractors, but it is more difficult in practice, 
We have their bonds, itis trae, but whoever 
heard of anybody recovering anything on such 
a bond? If it is really true they cannot do 
their work without a heavy loss, no jury in 
the world will be hard with them if they are 
sued on their bonds. We find it is the best 
policy to do them justice. We can never build 
the drainage canal by incessant wrangling 
and ~ litigation with our contractors. 
That some of them huve been sadly dis- 
appointed in their contracts is beyond dispute. 
Take for instance Harlev, whose contract 
was ultimately forfeited. ‘He contracted to 
excavate material for 22 cents a cubic yard, 
which he afterwards -excavated with our 
labor, wd it cost 75 cents a yard. It could 


hardly, under the most favorable circum- 
. stances, have cost less than 35 cents. 
‘IT. must not omit to mention also the 


service we did the Chicago community by do- 
ing this work on the percentage plan. It was 
done at the time Chicago was threatened with 
bread riots. The city was full of unemployed 
men and Mayor Harrison and others camé to 
us and urged the propriety of putting these 
hordes of sufferers to work on the drainage 
canal. Weagreed to do so, and this was the 
origin of the scheme according to which we 
supplied and paid the workmen, and the con- 
tractors, tor a percentage, furnished the ma- 
chinery and supervision.“ 

This statement was almost exactly dupli- 
cated by President Frank Wenter and Trustee 
Cooley.

000 for his campaign expenses and the insin- 
vation that he had in return favored them 
and Harlev. **As. for Harlev,” he said, I 
headed the movement to throw him down- 
stairs.

Stockholders of the Chemical National 
Bank are by uo means discouraged in their 
efforts to pay the depositors and take the 
affairs of the bank out of the hands of the 
receiver. The attitude of the receiver and of 
Controller Eckel? appears to be distinctly 
against allowing the stockholders to pay off 
depositors in the way they have proposed to 
do, but large stockholders said yesterday that 
they would carry the plan through in spite of 
the opposition. They want to accomplish it 
pleasantly if they can and without any fric- 
tion with the Controller, but they are going 
to accomplish it at any rate they say. The 
committee of stockholders expects to receive 
a letter from the Controller today, and from 
his published utterances they have little idea 
that it will be favorable to the plan which has 
been proposed. They believe, however, 
that there is certainly some wav 
of winding up the affairs of the 
bank so long as the money is at band with which 
to pay all claims against it, and they are unani- 
mously of the opinion that the way will be 
found. The opposition of the Controller is re- 
garded by many of the stockholders as peculiar, 
and it has had the effect of bringing them to- 
gether more strongly than ever in favor of taking 
the affairs of the bank out of the hands of the 
receiver. They see in the action of the Controller 
simply anattempt to aid the receiver and bis attor- 
ney in hanging on to their positions, and as the 
attorney of the receiver is the old law partner of 
the Controller they think the c@inection is plain- 
ly enough established. After the receipt of the 
Controller's letter toda; probably another meet- 
ing will be called, if that letter is unfavorable to 
the plan as is now expected. Nearly $700,000 of 
stock has assented to the plan and there is no op- 
position to it among thejstockholders. The oniy 
reason that more stock is not signed is said to be 
the diflicuity of reaching people at this seagon of 
the year when so many are out of the city. 

The stock market was given up entirely to West 
Chicago street railroad stock yesterday. here 
was a moderate reaction eariy in the day. Dur- 
ing most of the day the stock reacted from the 
steady decline that has been going on for some 
time. It opened at 128, and it moved up steadily 
on comparatively active trading and touched 
131. Thestrength was not maintained to the 
close, however, and iu the afternoon quotations 
sagged olf to 120½ and closed there. The day 
brought forth nothing new affecting the situa- 
tion. A direc tor of the company, in a published 
interview, claims that earnings have been at the 
rate of 12 per cent.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


House and Senate Deadlocked Over the In- 
dian Apprvupriation Bill. 

WasnineTor. D. C., July 31.—The conferrees 
on the Indian appropriation bill have coms toa 
deadiock over some of the most important items 
inserted by the Senate. The principal disagree- 
ment is ever the amendment to ratify the agree- 
ment made with the Yankton Sioux Indians of 
South Dakota. Changes were made in the 
House plans for opening the lands of 
the Siletz reservation in Oregon to 
which the House conferrees would not agree; also 
the Senate struck out the prevision that Secs. 16 
and 36 of the lands should be ceded to the State 
for support of the common schools. The House 
would not agree to the insertion of agreements 
for the acquisition of the lands of the Nez Perces 
Indians of Idaho and the Yuma Indians of Cali- 
fornia, and the Senate would not recede. Other 
points of disagreement were Senate amendments 
making an appropriation to survey lands of the 
five civilized tribes in Indian Territory and rais- 
ing from $100,000 co $111.000, the appropria- 
tion for the Indian school at Carlisle, Pa.

THE DEMOORATIO TARIFF CERTAIN 
TO APFEOT WORKINGMEN. 


Manufacturers Cannot Afford, Under the 
New Schedules, to Pay Existing Rates= 
Republican Congressional Campaign to 
Be Directed Specially Against the Tar- 
iff Legislation of the Bourbons=Impor-

Wasuinetox, D. C., July 31.—[Special.]— 
There is no union, no government, that 
can force a man to carry on a losing busi- 
ness.” I have taken those words,” said Sec- 
retary McKee of the Republican Congression- 
al committee, spoken by William F. Drap- 
erin the Mouse of Representatives, as my 
motto for this campaign. It is the keynote 
to ell labor troubles, anda complete refuta- 
tion of the Democratic claim that industry of 
all kinds will be resumed as soon as their 
tariff bilk is passed.

Be- 
sides, it is pretty well understood the Presi- 
dent is glad the Hawaiian question has been 
settled so satisfactorily to all coneerned ex- 
cept a few misguided adherents of royalty. 
Everything will be done, however, to make the 
stay of the envoys at the National Capital a 
pleasant and agreeable éne. This trip, too, 
it is stated, will open their eyes pretty thor- 
oughly to the fact that the United States is a 
pretty big piece of territory, and that the ser- 
timent of the people here is practically unan- 
imous in favor of the star of the republic re- 
placing a tinseled crown in the islands of the 
Pacific nearest the United States.

HOUSE BANKRUPTCY BILL REPORTED, 


Fifteen New Sections Added te the Bailey. 
Measure in the Senate. 


Wasnineton, D. C., July 31.—Senatgr 
George, from the Committee on the Judiciary, 
today reported the House bankruptcy bill 
from that committee. As reported the bill is 
almost a new measure and much extended, 
It retains only parts of the first and second 
sections of the House or Bailey bill, and 
adds fifteen new sections, which are 
devoted largely to details coneerning the 
‘administration of the law. As amend- 
ed the first section provides that any 
debtor who is unable to pay his debts shall 
execute an assigninent in bankruptcy and that 
the assignment shall be recorded. The as- 
signee is allowed to make preference us fol- 
lows: Debts due to the United States or any 
State or Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, in which any of the property of 
the debtor is situated; and debts due 
to the servants or laborers of the debtor; also 
debts due to any person arising from the 
debtor dealing with said person’s estate as ex- 
ecutor, administrator, guardian, or curator, 
when at the time of such dealings such per- 
son was a minor; also if the debtor is the 
head of a tamily he may prefera debt which 
isa lien or incumbrance on his homestead, 
but no more than $2,000 _ shall be 
used for that pufpose. Any other 
preferences are made illegal as against cred- 
itors, and any propefty thus conveyed asa 
preference is to remain a part of the assets of 
the petitioner to be assigned as amet pee. 
erty for which no preference is provided. It 
is also provided the discharge of a debtor 
from his debts shall not include any debt or 
obligation which shail have been created in 
consequence of his défalcation as a public of- 
ficer, or as an executor, administrator, 
guardian, or trustee, or while acting in any 
other fiduciary capacity, nor any debt or 
obligation to any surety, or the debtor who 
has paid or may pay any such fiduciary debt 
or any part of it; orany debt or obligation 
created by the obtaining of money or prop- 
erty under false pretensgs. ,

SCHEME FOK A NATIONAL. MILITIA 
Gen. Curtis Has a Plan That Is Favored by 
a House Committee. 

Wasninoton, D. C., July 31.— The increas- 
ing importance of the militia for quelling in- 
ternal disturbances and its potential strength 
in case of threatened war has led Gen. Curtis 
of New York, whois an enthusiast upon mil- 
itary matters, to embody his plans for a na- 
tional militia organization in a bill. The bill 
has received the sanction of the House Com- 
mittee on Militia, and, altbough probably it 
will not secure a hearing this session, may be 
called up next session. Gen. Curtis proposes 
the militia shall consist of every able-bodied 
male citizen between the ages of 18 and 45, 
the organized force to be known asthe Na- 
tional Guard of tne States and the unorgan- 
-ized as the reserve militia. The or- 
ganization of the former would 
be made to conform as closely 
as possible to that of the regular army. 
The National Guard, according to the plan, 
could be called intu action by the President, 
or by an act of Congress, while only an act of 
Congress could call out the reserve militia. 
the President having power to call upon the 
Governors of States for the needed forces of 
the guard in case of invasion or in danger of 
invasion from foreign foes, Indian uprisings, 
or rebellion against the authority of the 
government, specifying in his call the period 
vi service required with the limitation of nine 
months. The National Guard or reserve 
militia when in service would be subject to 
the same rules and articles of war as 
the regular troops of the United 
States and would be entitled to 
the same pay and allowances. 
For the maintenance of the militia organiza- 
tions the Plan contemplates an annual appro- 
priation of $400,000, to be apportioned 
among the States and Territories, and to be 
disbursed for arms, ordnance, stores, and 
equipments, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War. Provisions for.annual encamp- 
ments under the supervision of officers of the 
regular army are made, and various persons 
are exempted from service, officials of the 
government, marines, pilots, and em- 
ployés of railroads used in military or postal 
service being the principa! classes. 


MOBS FACE TO FACE WITH DEATHS. 


Danger of the Rioters Shown by the Order 
° to the Troops, : 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 31.—The leaders 
of the riotous mobs who confronted the United 
States regular troops during the progress of 
the great strike probably did not realize how 
perilously near they were to.violent death, for 
not only were the troops fully authorized 
to shoot into the mobs, but the 
commanding officers were instructed 
to detail sharpshooters to shoot 
down individual rioters who were particularly 
active, All this is madeevilent by General 
Order No. 23, which was made public at the 
War Department today. It was dated July 
9, ana officers were instructed to regard it as 
confidential because it was feared its publica- 
tion at the time would further inflame. the ex- 
cited and lawless mobs. The full text of the 
order is as follows: 

‘A mob forcibly resisting or obstructing the exe- 
cution of the laws of the United States or at- 
tempting to destroy property belonging to or 
under the protection of the United States is a 
public enemy. Troops called into action against 
such a mob are governed by the general regula- 
tions of the army and military tactics in re- 
spect to the manner in which they shall act to ac- 
complish the desired end. It is purely a 
tactical question in what manner they shall 
use the weapons with which they are armed— 
whether by the fire of musketry and artillery, or 
by use of the bayonet and saber, or by both, and 
at what stage of the operations each or either 
mode of attack shall be employed. This tac- 
tical question must necessarily bo decided by 
the immediate commander of the troops, ac- 
cording to his best “judgment of the situation 
and the authorized drill regulations. In the Hirst 
Stage of an insurrection, lawless mobs are fre- 
quently commingled with great crowds of 
comparatively innocent people, drawn there by 
curiosity and excitement, and ignorant of the 
great danger to which they are exposed. Under 
such circumstances the commanding officer 
should withhold the fire of his troops, if pos- 
sible, until timely warning has been given to the 
innocent to separate themselves from the guilty. 
Under no circumstances are the troops to fire 
into a crowd without the order of the command- 
ing officer, except that single sharpshooters, se- 
lected by the commanding officer, may shoot 
down individual rioters who have fired upon or 
thrown missiles at the troops. 

As a general rale the bayonet alone should be 
used against mixed crowds in the first stages of a 
revolt. But as soon as sufficient warning has 
been given to enable the innocent to separate 
themselves from the guilty the action of the 
troops should be governed solely by the tactical 
considerations involved in the du they are 
ordered to perform. They are not called upon to 
consider ‘great may be the losses inflicted 
upon the blic enemy, except to make their 
blows so effective as promptly to suppress all re- 
sistance to lawful authority, and to stop the de- 
struction of life the moment lawiless resistance 
has ceased. Punishment belongs not to the 
troops, but to the courts of justice.

LABOR OOMMISSIONERS ARRANGE 


‘FOR THEIR INVESTIGATIONS, 


The First Inquiry Will Be Held at Chi- 
cago, Beginning Aug. 15, and Rall 
road, Labor Organizations, and Persons 
Having Patriotic or Personal Interest 
Are Requested to Give Their Views 
Orally or by Letter Judge Worthing- 
ton to Arrange Local Preliminarie:,. 


Wasuineton, P. C., July 31.—[Special.]— 


Three men began this morning discussing the 
recent strike disturbances in the United 
States and remedies for preventing a repeti- 
tion of such disorders. Presiding over the 
de berations sat Labor Commissioner Carroll 
D. Wright. At his right was John D. Kernan 
of New York and on the left’ Judge N. E. 
Worthington of Peoria. One could not help 
feeling impressed after looking at the 
men composing this labor commission 
that the interests of employer and em- 
nloyed have been intrusted to able. 
painstaking, and capable as well as impar- 
tial judges, The three arbitrators are big 
men, Commissioner Wright being fully six 
feet two inches tall and built in proportion. 
Judge Worthington, who, by the way. looks 


not unlike Denman Thompson, the actor, is a 


heavy set, clean-shavefi, bespectacled, judi- 
cial-looking person, whose face fairly beams 
with good nature. At first glance Commis- 
sioner Kernan, although the youngest. mem- 


ber of the committee, having just turned 50, 


would be voted the oldest. This arises from 
the fact that his beard and the hair on his 
head are plentifully besprinkled with white, 
and he rather suggests Chief-J ustice Fuller, al- 
though considerably taller and heavier than 
the head of the Supreme Court. 

Purposes of the Commission. 

There was a greatdeal of interest mani- 
tested in the deliberations of the com mission 
today, but their sessions were necessarily con- 
ducted behind closed doors. They adopted 
the following preamble and resolution setting 
forth its duties and purposes: 


Wuereas, The President of the United States 
has appointed the undersigned a commission to 
visit Chicago, III., and such other places in the 
United States as may be proper in the judgment 
of the commission, to the end that it may make 
careful inquiry into the causes of any pending 
dispute or existing controversies between the 
Illinois Central railway company, and the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific railway company,

WHEREAS, Section 6, of Chapter 1,063. of the 
laws of the United States, passed Oct. 1, 1888. 
makes it the duty of said commission to. examine 
the causesof said controversies, the conditions 
accompanying and the best means of adjusting 
the same, and to report the result of such exam- 
ination to the President and to Congress; and 

WHEREAS, The questions involved in such con- 
troversies affect all inter-State railways and the 
employés; and 4 

WHEREAS, It is desirable that the . report of 
this commission and future legislation, if any, 
upon the questions at. issue between labor, 
whether 9 — or unorganized, and employ- 
ers thereof, should be based upon all facts hav- 
ing any + peg bearing upon such questions 
and should be the result only of clear and well- 
defined public Gpintce; therefore 

Resolved, 1. That this commission will meet at 
the United States Postoffice Building in the City 
of Chicaga, III., Aug. 15, 1894, at 10 a. m., for 
tha purpose of taking testimony in relation to 
said controversies, and to hear and consider all 
facts, suggestions, and arguments as to the causes 
thereof, the conditions accompanying, and the 
best means of adjusting the same, and as to any 
legislation or measures -which ought to be rec- 
ommendetl in regard to similar controversies 
hereafter. ) 

2. That all railways, labor organizations, and 
citizens having either a personal or patriotic 
interest ia the right solutionfof those questions, 
and who ¢annot conveniently attend such public 
hearings, as aforesaid, are requested to present 
their views and suggestions in writing to the com- 
mission at any time prior to the date of such 
public hearing.

This was done, 
and the clerk’s tax ranged from 829 
to $400 in each case. The claim 
is that this clerk’s tax vas due 
the clerk who succeeded Ricks, as taxes can 
be charged only upon final determination of 
the case, which occurred after Ricks had 
ceased to be clerk. But Ricks ordered his suc- 


cessor to credit the clerk’s fees to him, Ricks. 


The law requiring statements every six 
months showing earnings of the clerk’s office 
was disregarded, and no accounting was ever 
made of these fees until 1893, 


ARE GOING TO INVESTIGATE PROF. ELT 


Wisconsin University Regents Want to 
Kaow If He Is Teaching Socialism. 

Mapison, Wis., July 31.—[Special.]—At a 
mouthly meeting of the Board of Regents of 
the State University a sensation was pro- 
duced when President Bartlett, with the con- 
sent of the board, appointed a committe com- 
posed of H. W. Chynoweth of Madison, John 
Johnson of Milwaukee, and Dr. H. B. 
Dale of Oshkosh to investigate the charge 
published by State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Wells that Prof. Ely’s teachings 
in the University are socialistic in character 
and tend to produce unrest among the labor- 
ing classes. The committee will report at the 
next.monthly meeting of the board. 

New York, July 31.—[Special.]—Prince- 
ton's facu.ty and trustees are taking serious 
cognizance of the growth of a socialistic 
tendency in some of the teachers of today 
as illustrated in recent addresses by Prof. 
Richard. T. Ely of the University of 
Wisconsin, Prof. George Herron of Iowa Col- 
lege, the Rev. Myron W. Reed of Denver, and 
others of like standing. According to Prince- 
ton’s teachers Ely, ilerron, Reed are 
social heretics. There is no doubt that edu- 
cators of other leading e liege faculties take 
the same view of men as is 
taken by Prof. Sloane, Prof. Ormond. and 
Dean Murray of Princeton. Prof. Sloane 
said today: ‘Princeton is strongly opposed 
to the teachings of Prof. Ely. rince- 
ton stands, as she always has stood, 
for sound political economy. I certainly 
think the teachings of Profs. Ely and Herron 
and Mr. Reed indicate a tendency toward 

rialism and anarchy by some of our public 

ucators. It is a dangerous symptom, andjit 
is yery probable that in view of this tendency 
Princeton will fake a stronger position in re- 
guard to those questions. 

Prof. James O. Murray. dean of the Uni- 
versity, precticaliy declared that men like 
Ely, Herron, and Reed were more responsible 
for the. evils of the recent strike than the re- 
bellious followers of ighorant and uneducated 
leaders. Prof. Murray, in fact, would favor 
the enactment of.laws that would lock up 
these men with their dupes in State’s prisons. 
Other Princeton professors spoke in the 
same strain.

THE ORIENTAL NAVAL BATTLE. 
Unless the great powers serve an injunction 
upon little Japan or set up the principle of 
compulsory arbitration, it will not be many 
days before the whole of big China’s fleet will 
bein Davy Jones’ locker. Only the other day 


) the Japs sunk a Chinese gransport, the Ko 


Shung, with a loss of nearly 2,000 lives, and 
chased away two or three war vessels. Now 
in regular naval battle they have sunk one of 
the biggest of the Chinese battleships, the 
Chen Yuen, although she was com manded by 
two German officers, and two first-class cruis- 
ers have either been sunk or captured by 
them. The Chen Yuen, sister ship of the 
Ting Yuen, was built at Stettin and was a 
7 ,400-ton vessel, with 14%¢.4nch armor, car- 
rying four 12-inch guns, twosmaller Krupps, 
eleven Hotchkiss cannon, and tubes for 
Whitebead torpedoes, besides two 84¢-inch and 
6-inch Krupps in the main battery and a sec- 
ondary battery of Hotchkiss revolving an- 
non. The cruisers were built by the Arm- 
strongs and were first-class vessels in every 
respect. The outcome of the fight was due to 
the fact that the Japs were the superiors of 
the Chinese in fighting, .in handling their ves- 
sels, and in serving their guns and torpedoes, 
If this Corean war were to be fought out on 
the water it Would bea short one, and there 
could be no doubt that the victory would rest 
with little Japan, as the Chinese already have 
shown that they are outclassed by the Japs as 
naval fighters. The tug of war will come, 
however, when the two nations meet on land. 
In that case, though the Japs may win vic- 
tories at first by their superior training and 
their adoption of modern methods of warfare, 
a nation of 30 millions must sooner or later 
find itself overwhelmed bya nation of 300 
millions, however skillfully cr bravely they 
may fight. It is not likely, however, this con- 
summation will be reached. The interests of 
Russia, England, Germany, and France ure 
too closely involved to allow of a long con- 
tinued war between China and Japan. If 
they themselves are not drawn into the strug- 


vene and command Peace.

FRENCH Loss AT THE ‘COLUMBIAN EX- 
“POSITION. 
It is matter for general congratulation that 


the sundry civil appropriation bill, as reported 


to the Senate, contains an item of $70,000 
to enable the President to reimburse the 
French exhibiters at the Columbian Exhibi- 
tion for the loss of their goods by the fire in 
the Manufactures Building last January. 
The President is further empowered to take 
proofs of losses and determine the amounts to 
be awarded, As the provision was unani- 
mously accepted by the committce there now 
remains no doubt that the French exhibiters 
will be reimbursed for their losses. It is a 
simple act of. justice which should have been 
performed long ago, as the exhibiters them- 
selves were in no wise responsible for the loss. 
The fault rested with our own government of- 
ficials, who delayed theshipment of the exhib- 


its a long time after they had been packed 


and the exhibiters had made repeated appli- 
cation for their removal. It would have been, 
a gross act of injustice had the exhibiters been 
compelled to stand a loss occasioned by the 
neglect of our own custom-house officials. 
The saine amendment to_ the bill which pro- 
vides for this compensation appropriates 
$2,500, or as much of that sum as may be 
necessary, to enable the President to recbg- 
nize the part which foreign governments took 
in making, the Fair a success, and their 
friendly participation in the commemoration 
of one of the most important events in human 
history.”’ 

While there will be congratulation over 
these appropriations there will be regret that 
President Valmer lias been defeated in his at- 
tempt to secure an appropriation of $20,000 
fora meeting of the National Commission 
with the intention of supervising the promul- 
gation of the awards made by John Boyd 
Thecher. The committee had no doubt of 
the irregularity and injustice of awards in 
several cases, but felt it would be hopeless to 
correct them at this late day. There is only 
one hope left, and that is that Senator Vest's 
resolution providing for a jirect inquiry into 
charges of fraud and favoritism may be 
passed.

THE TRUST WELLSTOCKED WITH SUGAR. 

The Senate was forced by the pressure of 
public sentiment to abandon its amendment 
to the sugar schedule which gave the trust all 
the time up to the first of next year in which 
to import duty free sugar which it would sell 
afterwards, collecting the amount of the duty 
from the consumer. That has simply caused 
the trust to exert itself to import all the 
raw sugar it can prior to the date of the pas- 
sage of the tariff bill—if. one passes—so that 
it may have on hand at that time a vast stock 
of sugar on which it Gan make a profit equal 
to whatever duty may be imposed, which will 
probably be 48 per cent. The imports dur- 
ing April and May of this year were 140 
million pounds greater than for the corre. 
sponding months of last year. During the 
last two months the Democratic sugar trust 
has done importing busmess on a still 
more extensive scale, until now the New York 
warehouses are full of raw sugar and the 
quantity on hand is greater than ever before. 
The trust has been bringing in beet sugar 
from Europe and cane sugar from the West 
Indies and Egypt, and has large quantities in 


Cuba ready to ship here ata moment’s notice. If- 


no tariff bill passes then the trust will not gain 
anything by itsoperations. Butifthe wrangle 
over the bill keeps up much longer and ends 
in the surrender of the House then the Dem- 
ocratic trust will make many millions on its 
iinports, not as much as it would have made 
if the Senate duty did not become operative 
until Jan. 1, but enough to enable it to be very 
liberal in its contributions to the next Demo. 
cratic national campaign fund. 


COMPETITION REDUCING WAGES. 

A contemporary thinks the action of Mr. 
Pullman in underbidding other manufactur- 
ers on contracts for car construction was un- 
wise and unfair. It says that in order to 
keep alive the competitors of the Pullman 
company were compelled to meet the re- 
ductions, and this step necessitated a 
reduction in the wages of employés.“ 
While. his effort may have given tem- 
porary employment to a comparatively 
few men at low wages jt was realiy a step 
toward depressing wages elsewhere. The re- 
sult could not fail to be injurious to working- 
men far and wide, and such competition, 
whatever the purpose with which it is inaug- 
uratea, becomes in effect one of the most 
potent wage-reducing factors which corporate 
interests could einploy.”’ : 

In some of the contracts referred to Mr. 
Pullman’s bid, when opened, was found by 
the railroad company to be less than 1 per 
cent under the next lowest bidder, and neither 
knew beforehand what the other had or would 
bid; He did not know how much of a reduc- 
tion would be necessary to get the con- 
trac » fom his competitors. It is true 
the: redu. on by one necessitates reduc- 
nus by ou. cre in the same line of business, 

thus tends to a lowering of prices and 
wages all round, Zut there is no ‘guarantee 
against this in any kind of competitive busi- 
ness. Prices are apt to fall in dull times be- 
cause the offerings exceed the reduced de- 
mand. Dealers of dry: goods, clothing, leuth- 
er, furniture, metals cud other articles mark 
down prices whe. they find purchasers are 
holding off. They do this in the hope of stimu- 
lating people to buy, and when one man marks 
down the figures on his price-lists his com- 
pet.tors must follow suit or stand idly by 
while the custom goes to the other shop. 
Those of the workingmen who are most stiffly 
opposed to reductions in -wages when times 
are hard are not the least ready to patronize 
the store where the money they have received 
as wages will go the farthest, though they 
must know that a lowering of price means 
smaller profits on selling, smaller wages paid 
in the production and transportation of the 
goods, or downright cheating of the man who 
has sold them to the retailer or of other cred- 
itors. 

As a rule objects of immediate consump- 
tion are those which decline last or least in 
times when money and labor are scarce, while 
those the purchase of which can be delayed 
the longest are apt to decline first or furthest. 
The baker, the grocer, and the butcher are 
slow to sell at diminished profits, both be- 
cause the people must eat and for the reason 
that there is more risk of loss by selling on 
credit, The seller of clothing, which can 
be done without « month or two longer,“ 
finds it to his interest .to offer his goods at 
lower prices, the dealers in jewelry and mu- 
sical instruments may have to make still 
more severe cuts in order to attract custom- 
ers. The builder must work more cheaply, or 
men who have money will prefer to keep it 
instead of investing in new structures, The 
men who are looked to for making purchases 
of rolling stock on the raiiroad have a double 
motive for not letting contracts when times 
are hard. Their income is reduced, and fewer 
cars are needed for the accommodation ot 
patrons when times are depressed than when 
business is active. “In hard times there 
is such a poor demand for the construction of 
new cars or new buildings that contracts to 
build either cannot be obtained except by of.

Evidently 
the lower prices cannot be made by the con-

DEBS AND HAVEMEYER. 

Debs and Havemeyer, fellow Democrats 
and joint workers for the election of Cleve- 
land, seem to have had a falling out. A year 
and a half ago Havemeyer was putting up the 
sugar or the “grease’’ for the Demo- 
-¢eratic ticket and Debs was putting up the 
votes of what he now calls the ‘riff-raff.”’ 
The sugar refiner and the labor leader stood 
shoulder to shoulder for Cleveland & Co. 
Now Debs says in his recent Indianapolis 
harangue: 

For twenty years this country has been ruled 
absolutely bg the money powers. Workmen 
petitioned miles in length; they have gone into 
the. legislative halls, and what has been the 
result? You see it in the picture, the gloomy 
picture, which the country presents today. But 
Havemeyer, one man, goes into the United 
States Senate and dictates a policy that affects 
millions of people to their disadvantage. He 
dictates what duty is to be placed on sugar, and 
all the people, the common people combined, 
cannot prevail against that big, rich man with 
the United States Senate at his back. 


Why has Debs gone back on Havemeyer? 
The latter is trying to get Congress to give 
him a protective duty on refined sugar which 
will return him a profit of about 45 cents on 
each hundred pounds. As Debs’ annual con- 
sumption of sugar since he took the * gold- 
eure“ does not exceed the average of 50 
pounds per year, Havemeyer is only trying to 
get about 24 centsa year out of him. The 
attempted exaction of that small sum cannot 
have soured Debs on his brother Democrat 
Havemeyer. Nor can he with justice attack 
Hu vemeyer so bitterly because he insists that 
the Democratic party shall live up to the bar- 
gain its leaders made with him when Have- 
meyer put halfa million into its Cleveland 
campaign fund, Doubtless Debs’ grievance 
against Havemeyer is that the latter had so 
much to do with the election of Cleveland, 
the man who smashed Debs’ boycott so 
mercilessly and sent him back to Terre Haufe 
a ruined leader of what he calls Dagos, 
Poles, and riff-raff.”’ 

The Democratic Senate has acted shame- 
fully in granting what Havemeyer asked and 
paying no heed tothe petitions of working- 
men. But the petitions the Senate ; rejected 
are not those Debs has in mind. The Senate 
rejected most properly the petitions of the 
crazy Coxeyites who asked for 500 millions 
of fiat scrip money which would have de- 
ranged all the currency of the Nation. It has 
rejected wild petitions of crank Populists. 
But the Democratic Senate has rejected also 
the petitions of workingmen praying that pro- 
tection and their wages be left alone. As 
Debs voted against protection and is against 
it now, he is pleased that those petitions were 
not listened to. But if they had been the 
hard times which Debs, Havemeyer, and the 
other Democrats brought about would be .at 
anend now. There are workingmen who 
havea right tocomplain of the discrimination 


them. 


WHEAT ABUNDANCE IN RUSSIA. 

The London Telegraph of a recent date says 
that the farmers and landowners in Russia 
are in despair because of their abundant 
wheat harvest. The grain is so plentiful that 
they do not know what to do with it. The 
question is agitated if it would be better to 
reap and garner the wheat or to turn sheep 
and cattle into the fields and let them graze it 
down, Some newspapers have advised the 
atter, at least for numerous districts, and 
now it is said that the growth was so plentiful 
last year that many land owners refused to 
harvest the wheat. The Odessa Novosti has 
published a series of articles arguing that to 
gather in the harvest this year, to be sold at 
the low prices ruling, would be tantamount 
to throwing good money after bad, as it can 
be done only at a heavy loss to the farmers. 
It showed that the price of wheat in the port 
of Nikolaieff, about one kopeck per pound, is 
less than the cost of gathering and transpor- 
tation from the neighboring province of Pol- 
tava, and the loss on the operation was con- 
sidered certain to become wider as soon as 
the abundance of the yield is known gener- 
ally. The Novosti stated it as probable that a 
very severe agricultural crisis was anticipated 
in consequence, and that the well-meaning 
efforts of the government to keep down the 
price of the ruble with a view to facilitating 
exportation would avail nothing. 

It is probable that these conditions of plenty 
obtain over but a small percentage of the to- 
tal area of European Russia, and that they 
are accompanied by great food scarsity in 
many districts. One native paper, the Russ- 
kaia Chian, unhesitatingly declares that the 
foreign demand for Russian grain is the re- 
sult of a misunderstanding, the quality being 
poor in comparison with the wheat grown in 
America, Australia, or India, and that the ex- 
port movement is artificial, being due ex- 
clusively to a mistaken policy of the govern- 
ment. 


Russia to Germany, England, and Belgium 
for nominal freights, while it was practical 
ly impossible to distribute it in the neighbor- 
ing Russian districts where people were dying 
of hunger, Thus Russian wheat bas been 
scarce at home, where it was sorely needed, 
and plentiful abroad, where it was not really 
wanted, 

The fact that many farmers have turned 
sheep into their wheat fields does not lessen 
the total yield so much as to prevent very 
large offerings of the grain in the ports of 
Western Europe. Undoubtedly Russian wheat 
will be for fale there so freely as to compete 
heavily with wheat from the United States, as 
it did during the last cereal year. Men in the 
trade have called attention to the Russian 
abundance us a leading reason for the very 
low prices that have prevailed in this coun- 
try for several months past. So it 
may be argued that there is little 
hope for an important advance in our 
wheat markets for other months to come. 
But Russia is not dur only competitor, and it 
may be that the of ermgs from other sources 
of supply. will be so much less than the recent 
average as to permit a reaction in prices.

Untold 
millions of bushels have been thus utterly 
spoiled. Soitis by no means certain that 
the wheat supply of the world for the cereal 
year which begun a month ago will prove 
to be large enough to permit a continuance 
of the exceedingly low prices chronicled this 
summer, An important reaction may set in 
even in the United States, in spite of a grow- 
ing conviction that the crop here is some 100 
million bushels larger than the quantity esti- 
mated from the latest government reports of 
crop conditions, The price now is so low, in 
comparison with other grain, that it will be 
cheaper to feed the low grades to live stock, 
on and near the farm than to ship them to 
market, and the generally superb quality of 
the wheat raised in this country the present 
year will favor the holding of it for better 
prices by every one who can afford to keep 
instead of selling it. A little let ug in the 
volume of offerings might result in a radical 
change of market conditions.

WHAT HOWARD CHARGES. . 

In a speech made by him last week Howard, 
the Vice-President of the American mene 
Union, said: 

Let me tell you something that will startle you 
and startle the publif. John M. Egan hired the 
men who burned the freight cars and paid them 
$500 for the job. The feliows got a hand car 
and passed along on rails parallel to the freight 
cars, well supplied with balls of waste steeped in 
oil. These they lighted and threw into the 
freight cars as they passed along. 

This is valuable news if true, because the 
city and county are going to be &sked to pay 
several hundred thousand dollars on account 
of these cars, which itis alleged by Howard 
were burnt by Mr. Egan’s procurement. If 


the city can put Howard and his witnesses on | 


the stand and prove by them that the property 
of the roads was not burnt by the Debs and 
Howard boycotting rioters, but by hired in- 
cendiaries, then, of course, the railroads have 
no case and will be hooted out of court. And, 
furthermore, if it can be shown that Mr. 
Egan did what Howard says he did without 
the knowledge and approval of the railroads 
whose property was destroyed he can and 
should be sent to the’ penitentiary for arson. 

The Council made an appropriation Mon- 
day night to cover the expense of hiring an 
assistant for the Corporation Counsel to look 
after these railroad suits: If Howard is not 
lying not a cent need be spent for extra law: 
yers. Howard wiil be here this week and Mr. 
Rubens, Corporation Counsel, should lay 
hands on him at once and get that valuable 
evidence and the names of the rascals’ hired 
to fire the cars. But supposing, as every one 
believes to be the case, that Howard is lying 
wantonly, then his loose tongue has got him 
into a bad pickle. He has charged Mr. Egan 
with a shocking crime or has accused the rail- 
road managers of burning up their own. prop- 
erty and then suing the city to recover its 
value. Howard had better skip if he has not 
his proof at at hand. 


Tue Illinois Steel company at South Chi- 
cago was forced to stop work early last June 
because the Debsites who ran its little switch 
track went out on a strike to help the-dictator 
knock the railroads to pieces, and it was im- 
possible to get the necessary supplies of coke, 
ffmestone, ore, etc. Monday last the mills 
started up again, and now 2,700 men who 
were thrown out of work through that reck- 
less rascal’s instrumentality are again busy, 
and no thanks tohim.

Sym- 
pathy strikes were played out and the men 
went to work to earn wages heediess of the 
statement of the five boycotters that they had 
agrievance. It seems very ridiculous that 
five fool strikers should ask 2,700 men to 
refrain from making money because the five 
fellows had a grievance,’’ which they made 
themselves, but it is no more -ridiculous or 
absurd than the whole Debs strike. Because 
of the grievance of the Pullman employés, 
who demanded the old high pay of 1893 
before the panic, Debs endeavored to make 
the several hundred thousand railroad em- 
ployés quit work, and wages, and jobs, and 
Sovereign wanted all the Knights of Labor” 
to give up their jobs in the same sympathetic 
foolery. It was proposed that every Chicago 
workingman should wax sympathetic and 
throw down his tools and abandon his job. 
Luckily most of the men appealed to were 
too sensible to make asses of themselves at 
Sovereign’s command and kept their places, 
Sympathy is a good thing in its place, but it 
should be tempered * with common 
sense.

AH 1 know about the matter 
is Lrendered g legal opinion last week for 
Cha nav Lianborg of the Committee on 
Roads as to the legal power of the board to 
grant sucha franchise outside any city or 
village, and as to the papers being in proper 
form. The franchise asked was for a road 
a mile in length, running along One Hun- 
dred and Nineteenth street, extending from 
the Chicago limits to tune Morgan Park lim- 
its. The intention is, I suppose, to connect 
with roads in Chicago and Morgan Park, but 
whether the francli.es for such roads have 
been secured I do not know. The papers 
handed to me did not contain the names of 
the officers or incorporators of the company, 
so I know nothing as to whois concerned in 
the enterprise, whether ‘nominally or really. 
Asl remember the ordinance required the 
work to be begun within three and finished 
within twelve months, but no deposit of 
money was required.“

WEATHER OF A MONTH 


HOW OHICAGO FARED IN TEMPERA- 
TURE, Erd, DURING JULY. 


There Have Been Cooler and Warmer 
Julys, but the One Just Past Was Not 
Altogether Bad, Though the Humidity 
Was GreateThe Rainfall Was Only .60 
of an Inch <Uom parisons Show St. Louis 
Was Much Hotter, Boston Slightly 
Cooler - Figures That Give the Record. 


While there was much complaint against 
the weather in Chicago during July there 
was nothing really remarkable about it. It 
did not as a whole excel in merit or demerit 
the twenty-five Julys preceding it, and further 
back the records of the Chicago weather 
bureau do not go. The July of 1894 was 
neither so hot nor so cool, so rainy nor 80 
dry as the corresponding month in certain 
other years. But nevertheless it was a good 
hot stretch of weather and the discom- 
fort from heat is accounted for by 
the excessive humidity and slight precipita- 
tion of moisture. The atmosphere was sat- 
urated with hot humid particles which re- 
tarded-the exhalation of moisture from the 
overheated human being. It was in this par- 
ticular that last month came nearest making 
a record, 

The tatal precipitation for the month was 
.60 of an inch, whereas the normal precipita- 
tion is 3.82. In July, 1874, the precipita- 
tion was .58 of an inch or .O2 less than that 
of last month. The maximum temperature 
of any one day in July, 1874, was 99 and 
the mean temperature for the month was 70°. 
The mean temperature last month was 73. 

The hottest day was July 24, when the 
temperature reached 96°. The coolest day 
was July 7, when the highest temperature 
was 54°. The highest mean temperatures were 
July 18 and 27, the record being 84. The 
lowest mean was recorded July 8 at.G2°. The 
.60 of an inch precipitation occurred in two 
days. July 20 the rainfall was .53 and July 
14, .07. There were mere traces of rainfall

St. Louis was 
the hottest of them all. The Chicago Bureau 
has the maximum and minimum tempera- 
' tures for Chicago and St. Louis complete. 
The maximum temperatures for New York 
and Boston are also recorded, but the 
mum records are not complete.

Wicked I inploye Figures in Suit for Set- 
tlement of Difference. 

On the complaint of Mead & Coe, the real- 
estate me «: mortgage loan brokers, Judge 
Horton; rduy issued an injunctidn re- 
straining J. McKenzie Cleland, the Northern 
Trust company, and the Royal Trust com- 
pany from disposing of a check for $1,075 
drawn by Mead & Coe. The papers in the 
suit tell a curious story. Mead & Coe were 
agents for George P. Harlow and Fanny Har- 
low two years ago and sold four blocks in 
Avondale to Cleland for $50,000. The sale 
was made through the Campbell Investment 
company. A wicked employé, whose name is 
not given. figures extensively in the story. 
Mead & Coe’s complaint alieges that this 
wicked employé put up a job with the Camp- 
bell Investment company by which the invest- 
ment company was to sell the property 
for $50,000, the sale to be reported 
at $40,000, and the difference should 
go where it would do the most good. In 
February, 1803, Mead & Coo say Cleland ac- 
cused them of embezzling $10,000 belong- 
ing to him. This. they say, was the first 
knowledge they had that anything was wrong 
in the transaction. The sale had been made 
for $50,000, Then investigations followed. 
Mead & Coe say that they were made to be- 
lieve by Cleland that this wicked employé had 
wrongfully retained $3,075 of the purchase 
money and that $6,025 of. the difference” 
had been secured by other parties.“ The 
complainants say they paid Cleland 52,000. 
but declined to pay the balance on the ground 
that he hud already received it. The $1,075 
left over was deposited in the vaults of the 
Northern Trust company in the form ofa 
check on the Royal Trust company. Cleland 
is said to have secured the paper under re- 
plevin proceedings and the court was asked 
to restrain -him from disposing of it until a 
settlement could be reached.

Washingtonlan Home's Claim.

May Lask your «indulgance:to say in response to 
Mr. Zeisler's letter in Tun ScNDAY VRIBUNE that 
Il consider his statemert frank and concise, but 
that the view-point he occupies concerning the 
“home” leads to wrong conclusions. We will let 
the courts umpire the game, and if he is wrong I 
will simply say, “I told you so.“ 

The public may be interested in knowing how 
the controversy between the home and the city 
arose. A few years ago, when ex-Controller 
Wetherell was «a member of the City Council, a 
committee was appointed to examine the home. 
Wetherell was chief of that committee. He 
wanted the archives of the institution brought 
to him; that was a much bigger job than for the 
committee to ride on a street car to the home.“ 
He would not go; better men than he had gone 
there every 4 in the year without pay, for the 
sake of humanity, but Wetherell wouldn't go 
once’ He got huffyß and pretentled that he 
thought the “home” officials were not anxious 
to have an examination.

This is the provision dt the Constitution of 
Illinois which forbids the City Government to di- 
vert municipal revenues to the support of any 
private corporation:

LEWELLING TO STAND BY WARDEN. 


He Decides the Charges Against Him Are 
Inspired Solely by Spite. . 

Topexka, Kas., July 31.—[Special.|—Gov. 
Lewoelling in a statement given out today said 
he would order no investigation of the charge 
made by ex-employés of the State Peniten- 
tiary against Warden S. W. Chase. He said 
he was ,onvineed after careful inquiry that 
the charges were without foundation and that 
they were the result of a conspiracy entered 
into tosecure the removal of the Warden. 
Among other things he said: | 

All this chatter about the penitentiary is the 
result ot a conspiracy on the part of a few fel- 
lows who have been discharged and who have a 
grievance. They served notice on me last spring 
that the Warden had to go. and if he was not re- 
moved they. would bring to their aid influential 
friends ard 1 would have to suffer the conse- 
quences. I told them 1 did pot wish to shield 
the Warden in any wrong-doing, but from all 
that could be learned the administration of the 
prison seemed tobe a striking success. I re- 
minded them of the difficulties to be encountered 
in changing the working force of such an ad- 
ministration starting off with nearly’ a hundred 
untried and inexperienced men, and that it 
seemed to methe Warden deserved commenda- 
tion rather than censure. . 
He said the causes for the charges of nepot- 
ism had been nearly all removed; and that 
only one member of the Warden’s family was 
now on thé prison’s pay-roll. 


MUST ABIDE BY THE ASSESSMENT. 


Board of Review Passes on the Milwaukee 
Street Railway Claim 

Mitwavukerg, Wis., July 31.—[Special.]— 
The Board of Review decided this afternoon. 
that the property and franchise of the Mil- 
waukee Street railway company must be 
taxed as assessed by Assessor Dullea of the 
Third Ward. H.C. Payne claimed that the’ 
Milwaukee company, owned by the Badger 
& Edison companies and their properties, 
were assessed with that of the railroad com- 
pany. The Badger franchise was assessed at 
$25,000 and the Edison at $12,000. The 
franchises of the Milwaukee Street railway 
company, together with its tracks, poles, etc., 
and the wires, poles, etc., of the Edison & 
Badger companies were assessed at $2,063,- 
000. 

A committee consisting of J. G. J. Camp- 
bell. H. H. Camp, T. W. Buell, and Gustav 
Frellson, representing the Associated Chari- 
ties, appeared before the Board of Super- 
visors this afternoon for the purpose of pre- 
senting a plan to be followed out in dealing 
with all cases of charity. The plan has been 
formulated by the committee after months of 
work and investigation as to some means by 
which all able-bodied men who appiy for as- 
sistance may be required te perform a cer- 
tain amount of work for the county or city 
before aid is given. This plan was found to 
be in vogue in many cities, and fs a result 
fraud has been practically dane away with. 


FIRE SUFFERERS IN NEED OF LUMBER 


Miss Wells, a Music. Teacher, Thought to 
Be Dead—Rain Comes to Their Help. 

Prentice, Wis., July 31.—[Special. ]|—Sick- 
ness is increasing among the sufferers of the 
fires. The heat has been so oppressive that 
most of the people who have been working 
night and day since the fire are exhausted and 
have succumbed. Nearly all of the people 
have returned to the town and the need of 
lumber to build shacks is pressing. It is re- 
ported that Miss Wells, a music teacher, is 
missing. It was thought she went north at 
the time of the fire, but nothing has been 
heard from her since and it is feared she may 
be among the dead.
